There. .is no better subjéct right now for a Sun- 
day discussion than the saving of the lives of the 
three millions of starving children, which we are 
all supposed to be engaged in, because Sunday is 
God’s day, and the little children are God’s éall- 
ing cards that He has left at the homes of the 
people through His special agent, Dr. Stork. I 
feel bad this morning about this matter, because 
Richmond is not’doing its duty, and the interest 
‘taken, if it may be judged by the contributions, is 
nowheres what it ought to be. Either those in 
charge of the drive are not active enough, or else 
our people have not yet realized the greatness, the 
‘ymportance, and the urgency of this appeal to 
their generogity, their love, their humanity. It 
must not be said that Richmond people failed in 
this great emergemcy—that would be a, reflection 
upon our Christianity, the bigness of our hearts 
and our better nature. The quota of $7000 is small 
for a city such as ours, only about 25c per capita, 
and it should be forthcoming at once. There is 
not. a Man in Richmond who has a job that cannot 
well afford to give one day’s pay to this great 
@ause, and many can afford to do better than 
that, Hundreds here should give $10 each, for 

* that is the sum which will save one child’s life. 
Ten dollars is not much to any of us, but it 
means life and death to the little kiddie. 

Do not wait to have soMebody come around 
and tell you about this. It is your plain duty 
and should {be a pleasure, if you are a good Man, 
as 99 out of every 100 of you are. Last evening’s 
report from San Francisco, the general headquar- 
ters for Northern California, says that most of 
the towns and cities are doing well, and that 
seven of them have already exceeded their quota. 
Berkeley has raised $17,000, which is $7000 more. 
than its quota, and is going to double that. Palo 
Alto, Herbert Hoover’s home town, with a quota 


of $4500, has raised $7300, and says more is com- \ 


ing up. Byron, in this county, with a quota of 
$300, thas raised $576. Watsonville “has nearly 
doubled its quota, and so it goes—but Richmond 
has only $500 or $600 as yet/ of its $7000 quota. 
This is bad, and we must all wake up and get 
4 ‘busy. San Francisco thas raised $80,765 up to yes- 
‘ terday, with the.Emporium giving: $5000 of that. 
That city’s quota is $425,000, 

' I wish I knew what to say to our people to 
stir them to a realization of the urgency of this 
great Movement, but while I am supposed to have 
Much vocabulary, words fai] me now, My eyes 
fill with mist and my heart with sorrow when: 
I think of ‘all those hundreds of -thousands of 


babies that must die for want of'a little bread .

I never made such an appeal 
to you before, friends, and I hope I never wll 
have to again; but I wish I had the eloquence 
of an Ingersoll, a Blaine or an Ingalls, that I 
might picture this cry of the babies to you as 
I hear it in my ears and feel it in my heart. 


The dispatches last night also state that 1,500,000 
farmers of thirty-seven states have thrown open 
the doors to their grainaries and offered 15,000,000 
bushels of corn free to the food relief comm‘ttee, 
and it has been gladly accepted and _ will. be 
shipped, some of it to starving China, but most 
to Middle Europe. That is grand of the farmers, 
Lord bless ’em, and it will save many lives. 


I wonder why it is that the foreign citizens 
throughout the country: are showing euch a, disre- 
<pect for the law? Because the laws in their coun- 
try are different than here is no sign they should 
not obey the laws of this, their adopted country, 
anc that they must do if they would gain the re- 
spect of our people. According to the published re- 
ports, those who are breaking the prohibition law 
are largely foreign, and they are making wines 
and other liquors and selling them in total ds- 
regard for the law of the land. They ought to 
know that they cannot come into this country and 
refuse to live up to its laws. Our people would 
not be allowed to go over to their country and 
break their laws, but they do not seem to apply 
this fact to themselves. The better element of any 
race should tell their countryMen what their plain 
duty is,’ because if they do not do better in this 
respect before long than they thhave been doing, 
the jails are going to ibe full of them. I mean 
no disrespect to the foreign people, whatever, for 
as a, rule they are very nice people, but am just 
stating facts, not only for the benefit of the coun- 
try, but for their own bemefit. 


And -now another young man, having a. wife and 
little child, has commMitted suicide by shooting a 
buliet through his ‘head, because he was $15,000 
short in his accounts with the firm he worked for 
in San Francisco. Every day we read of just such 


_ happenings, yet they continue. This young mau \ 
had been using his employers’ funds for three 


years, and when discovery could no longer be 
eavoided he takes his life; leaving the young wife 
and the little child to face the world in disgrace 
and shame and want. The cowardly cur! I have 
no sympathy for him—if there ‘isn’t a hell for such 
as he, there ought to be; but those who are: inno- 
cent yet must suffer for his guilt are deserving 
of pity. Why do so Many young men do such 
things? When will they ever learn that there is 
but the one encing-—-shaMe, dishonor, poverty. 
death?

SAN JOSE, Feb. 5.—A nation-wide |
